POLYANTHUS PRIMULAS 
POLYANTHUS BLUE SHADES 


Rigorous selection has developed a lovely range from forget-me-not through 
medium and sapphire to darkest blue. Do not use lime on the soil for this 
color. Provide partial shade. Seed is very short this year, so please indicate 
a second choice. Growers’ Pkt. (400 seeds) $2.50. 


POLYANTHUS RED SHADES 


Perfect, big clusters of flame red to darkest, velvety red florets. Individual 
florets sometimes exceed 2 inches in diameter; their size and brilliance draw 
quick and heartfelt admiration. Growers’ Pkt. (400 seeds) $1.50. 


POLYANTHUS WHITE 


Carefully selected pure white from the Colossal polyanthus strain. Combine 
this white primula with the blue Ullswater or pink Blumlisalp pansies for 
striking and effective contrast.

A sunny collection of the largest, choicest yellows, and the deepest golds.

CANDELABRA PRIMULAS 


This group is characterized by the successive whorls of flowers appearing on 
tall stems. Their general appearance is shown by the illustration of Bulleyana 
Hybrids, at the left. 


BULLEYANA HYBRIDS 


Tight clusters of terra cotta buds are followed by as many as seven successive 
whorls of yellow, buff, apricot, or burnt orange flowers, with continuing bloom 
as the flower stalk lengthens. g» oz. $1.00; zs oz. $1.75. 


ASTHORE HYBRIDS 


Similar to Bulleyana Hybrids, but with taller stems, and a series of shades ot 
pink, rose, lilac, buff and apricot.

Choose a location where the plants 
will receive some shade, provide good drainage, and if your 
soil is on the acid side, add lime. Auricula is at home in your 
rock garden, or on a north slope, for it comes from the moun 
tain heights where rock and snow are its chosen habitat. 

The plants bloom from April until June, and again in the 
fall. The thick, fleshy stems and large clusters of flowers 
spring from neat rosettes of thick gray-green leaves.

ARTIFICIAL WINTER 


We recommend that primula seed be given a 
cold treatment before planting in order to assure 
prompt germination. Here’s a simple and effec- 
tive method: 


Put a few drop of water in the packet contain- 
ing the seed and shake gently until the seeds 
are coated with moisture; then freeze in the ic 
compartment of a household refrigerator for one 
week; remove and thaw for 24 hours; replace in 
the ice compartment for 24 hours; remove, thaw 
and sow.

Suggestions for 
Primula Growers 


February, March and April are the popular 
months for sowing primroses, because it aids 
germination to expose the flats or pots to alter- 
nate freezing and thawing, for a week or more, 
before removing them to a temperature of from 
60° to 70° for germination. Spring planted seed 
usually germinates in about 3 weeks. Freshly 
harvested seed, sowed in July, August or Sep- 
tember usually germinates in from a week to 
ten days. Except Asiatics, which do not ger- 
mincte recdily in warm weather. 

The Colossal Mixed strain of Polyanithus 
Primulas offers a great advantage to growers. 
Blooms are produced from ten days to two 
weeks earlier than other strains, and this earli- 
ness combined with the unusually large flo- 
rets means a lot in marketing blooming plants.
